The ordiannce requires licensing of both 
the establishments and the employes, and 
allows the licenses to be withdrawn for any 
violations of the ordinance. 
The ordinance states: 
No owner or employe can have a 
background which includes conviction for 
felony crimes or sexual misconduct. 
--Employes must have a minimum of 70 
hours 
training 
from 
an 
established 
masseuse school or one year continuous 
training as a masseur. 
-There can be no contact with the genital 
organs and both masseuse and customer 
must have sexual organs covered at all 


times. 
-A patron registration book must be kept, 
giving the patron’s name, address, date of 
massage and in which room the massage 
occurred. 
-Rooms must have transparent walls or 
doors so the interiors are visible at all 
times. 
-Advertising for the parlors must not 
contain any material which would be sexual 
in nature. 
The parlors have 30 days to comply 
with the ordinance. 
The ordinance ‘‘will allow legitimate 
professional massage establishments to 
operate,” City Manager Charles Church 
said. 
City Attorney Charles Stamp said the 
ordinance was designed to comply with 
rulings in court cases, ordinances in effect 
in other cities and a model ordinance 
created by Missouri Municipal League 


The ordinance has not been tested in court 
and the massage parlor area is one in which 
the courts are moving slowly, he said. 
Massage parlors are relatively new to 
society and the courts have not had time to 
consider all the aspects of parlors, he ex­ 
plained.

The energy crisis has been called off. It was justa false 
alarm.

Americans could display their patriotism. 
Appearing before the Senate’s Energy and Natural 
Resources Committee, White House energy adviser 
Jamès R. Schlesinger assured the senators that while 
highir energy costs would be passed onto consumers, 
this would be offset by a rise in per capital income and by 
tax rebates and tax incentives. “In terms of real income, 
there will be no reduction” in Americans’ buying power, 
he said. 
In other words, we are apparently going to have our 
energy cake and eat it, too, and if the administration can 
show that such a thing is possible - well, great. But 
certainly, a considerable amount of uigency has 
vanished from the energy situation in an amazingly short 
period of time. If the Congress now proceeds to pick 
apart the President’s program piece by piece over the 
coming months and Mr. Carter again resorts to toying 
with the national panic button, he will also find 
Americans considerably less responsive than they were 
only a few weeks ago.

Many of the postmortems on 
the Great New York Blackout of 
'77 have tried to target Con­ 
solidated Edison as the villain 
and the federal government as 
the hero who can ride to the 
rescue to shield us from such 
catastrophes in the future. 
Of course there is no evidence 
that a federally run electric 
energy system would be any 
more efficient or sensitive to 
consumer 
comfort 
than 
the 
federally run Post Office, but 
that 
doesn’t stop Sen. 
Lee 
Metcalf and others who remain 
convinced that Uncle Same is 
omniscient and all-efficient. 
The 
tremendous 
economic 
loss from the blackout, however, 
was not caused by the electric 
power failure but by the moral 
failure of New York's teen-agers 
and young adults. The damages 
from 
the 
looting and fires 
greatly exceed the losses from 
the lack of electricity. 
It is much more important to 
find out the cause of the criminal 
looting and arson during the 
blackout 
because 
that is a 
problem of far more probable 
reoccurrence 
than 
a 
major 
power failure. 
The 
10,000 
New 
York 
policemen could not stop the 
orgy of stealing. Firemen could 
not prevent the 900 fires from 
being started. One policeman 
said, 
“People are sweeping 
through Hie locusts down here 
and wiping out complete 
thoroughfares.” 
Television 
cameras filmed hundreds of 
criminals breaking store win­ 
dows and carrying out stolen 
goods. 
They were so brazen that they 
had 
no 
fear 
of 
being 
photographed and used the TV 
lights to select their stolen 
merchandise. 
During World War II, most 
European cities had blackouts 
every night. There was no 
looting. In the last year of the 
war, 
Japanese cities were 
regularly blacked out without 
looting. In the United States, we 
had four years of brownouts 
(luring the war without any 
looting. 


During the 1965 New York City 
blackout, fewer than 100 persons 
were arrested This time. 3,000 
persons were arrested and mo6t 
of the arsonists were not caught. 
As one policeman explained, “ In 
1965 you were dealing with 
human 
beings; 
now 
you’re 
dealing with animals.’’ 
The blame for the night of 
robbing, 
looting 
and 
arson 
should not be placed on those 
who let the electric lights go out 
< inadvertently 
or 
even 
negligently), but on those 
responsible for driving morality 
out of our public schools 
From the beginning of our 
country until about 15 years ago, 
American schoolchildren were 
taught obedience to God’s laws 
as well as the three R’s. In the 
early 1960s, the U.S. Supreme 
Court suddenly invented a new 
interpretation 
of 
the 
1st 
Amendment and used it to drive 
every mention of God or His 
laws out of the public school 
system. 
The pictures of the New York 
blackout looters show that they 
were young enough to have 
received most of their schooling 
after the Supreme Coirt chased 
God, prayer, Bible reading, and 
reference 
to 
His 
Com­ 
mandments out of the schools. 
These criminal teen-agers and 
young adults have grown up in a 
permissive school system which 
failed to teach them what is 
right and wrong. 
Moral education is a basic 
necessity for civilized living. To 
abdicate this obligation is to 
resign our cities to the law of the 
jungle, and to allow people to be 
terrorized and property to be 
destroyed by young savages who 
feel no guilt when they commit 
crimes and whose only remorse 
is in being caught. 
It is even more important that 
children know and obey the 10 
Commandments 
than

instruction and examinations in 
morality.

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FBI Labor Dept. Investigators 
Closing in on Teamsters Union 


by Jack Anderson 
and Lei Whitten 
WASHINGTON - Federal 
investigators are quietly 
tightening the vise on the 
tu m u ltu o u s T e a m ste rs 
Union which, they claim, is 
the most corrupt in the 
country. 
The FBI and L abor 
Department have joined 
forces to crack down on the 
alleged corruption. Their 
investigation isn’t aimed at 
the rank-and-file truck dri­ 
vers, a rugged but solid 
breed, who are known for 
their square dealing. The 
targets are a few free­ 
wheeling Teamster leaders 
who allegedly have chiseled 
the drivers out of union 
money. 
Some Teamster bosses, 
according to the investiga­ 
tive files, have diverted 
union funds to finance their 
high living. We have had 
access, for example, to the 
c o n f id e n tia l file s on 
Teamster local 911 in Long 
Reach, Calif. The files 
charge that the boss of the 
local, A. Dotson Bennett, 
ran his union into the 
ground and then embezzled 
nearly $200,000 to make up 
i he losses. 
The supreme irony is that 
local 911 represents police­ 
men. It has already signed 
up 1,200 San Diego police­ 
men and is trying to organ­ 
ize the Las Vegas police 
force. 
The charges against the 


engaging Bennett claim he 
has been living beyond his 
union budget ever since the 
local was organized two 
y e a rs ago. He beg an 
allegedly by leasing expen­ 
sive cars for union officials 
and, in at least one case, for 
the wife of a Teamsters 
aide. 
The files also alleged that 
the local “purchased a nine- 
p assen g er, tw o-engine 
DeHaviland airplane for 
$121,000.” The $3,000 
m o n t h l y 
p a y m e n t s 
allegedly were carried on 
the books as legal expenses, 
and the full-time pilot was 
listed as a “business agent.” 
Bennett's extravagance 
allegedly plunged the local 
into debt. He negotiated two 
$80.000 loans from the Bank 
of San Pedro, according to 
FBI documents, in a desper­ 
ate attempt to keep the 
union solvent. 
Then he siphoned off 
about $200,000, the docu­ 
ments allege, to pay union 
debts. The money allegedly 
cam e from the L abor 
Department’s Comprehen­ 
sive Employment Training 
program . It had been 
deposited in a union ac­ 
count to pay half the wages 
of minority workers placed 
by the Teamsters. 
None of these financial 
difficulties, apparently, 
slowed down the affable 
Bennett. He arrived in 


grand style last year at the 
Teamsters convention in 
Las Vegas and reserved two 
suites at the fashionable 
Riviera Hotel. 
/ 
Declares one investiga­ 
tive report: "Bennett, his 
wife and two children oc­ 
cupied one suite, while his 
mother-in-law and father- 
in-law occupied the other 
suite." 
The union officials who 
accompanied him also lived 
it up. Altogether, they ran 
up a $9,000 bill, which 
allegedly was never paid. 
Meanwhile, Bennett hasn’t 
called a local union meeting 
since May 1976, because, the 
documents state, “he is una­ 
ble to explain the union's fi­ 
nancial condition.” 
F o o t n o t e : 
B e n n e t t 
declined to comment on the 
charges. A lawyer for local 
911 also had no comment. 
Unfriendly Skies: Corpora­ 
tions constantly complain 
about too much government 
regulation. But most of the 
nation's airlines are pri­ 
vately fighting for con­ 
tinued federal regulation, 
because they’re afraid to 
take their chances on the 
open market. 
President Carter wants to 
give the airlines more lee­ 
way in deciding where to fly 
and how much to charge. 
His proposed legislation 
could reduce air fares by as 
much as 60 per cent in some 
areas. Innovative com ­ 
panies could attract new 
passengers by offering cut- 
rate, no-frills service. 
But many airlines would 
r a t h e r c o m p e t e o v e r 
cocktails and first-run 
movies, and let the govern­ 
ment set their prices. “They 
have a pretty cushy a r­ 
rangement now." one White 
House official told us. ’’They 
don't want to open the door 
to their competitors.” 
C o n s e q u e n t l y , s ome 


airlines have launched a 
high-flying lobbying and 
letter-writing campaign to 
shoot down the White House 
legislation. Their spokes­ 
men have jetted around the 
country, and have, actually 
threatened to cut off service 
to many small communities 
if the bill passes. 
They have neglected to 
mention, however, that the 
bill guarantees continued 
service to small towns. “It’s 
just a scare tactic.” the 
W h ite H ouse o f f i c i a l 
grumbled. 
Nevertheless, the industry 
threats have apparently in­ 
timidated some key sena­ 
tors. Northwest Airlines, for 
example, warned Sen. John 
Melcher. D-Mont., that it 
might slash its service to 
Montana if the bill becomes 
law. Thus, Melcher is oppos­ 
ing the legislation. 
Another opponent is Sen. 
John Danforth, D-Mo., who 
has been convinced by TWA 
that the bill jeopardizes 
some of its 14,000 workers in 
Missouri. Danforth argues 
that the hill is unfair to 
TWA and other large 
airlines. 
Dozens of airline lobbyists 
have been packing the com­ 
mittee rooms to save their 
industry from free en­ 
terprise. But Carter and his 
chief ally on the bill. Sen. 
Edward Kennedy. D-Mass., 
are still hoping to push it 
through Congress. 
Footnote: A spokesman in­ 
sisted TWA doesn’t oppose 
airline reform, but he ad­ 
mitted his company has 
been lobbying against the 
White House bill. Northwest 
Airlines declined to com­ 
ment. A few airlines, such 
as United, Pan Am and 
many smaller firms, art 
supporting the move for 
more competition.

The energy crisis has been called off. It was just a false 
alarm. No one is going to have to make any sacrifices • 
not very big ones, anyway - in what President Carter had 
described as “the moral equivalent of war.” 
That is the impression that has emerged from initial 
discussions between congressional leaders and the White 
House and from testimony from administration officals 
on the President’s energy program.

m ilitary zone. 


2 Thai villages attacked 


BAN GKO K, Thailand (A P ) — Cambodian troops drove into 


Thailand early today, killing at least 28 persons, including 
women and children, and burning homes in two villages along the 
tense Thal+Cambodian frontier, the supreme m ilitary command 
here said. 
It was the second m ajor incident along the 500-mile frontier in 


two weeks. Seventeen Thais were killed in a clash Ju ly 20. 
Disputes over border territory have escalated since the Com­ 
munists won the w ar in Cambodia two years ago. 
The latest reports from the frontier said the bulk of the raiding 


forces — estimated at about 350 men — had slipped bade into 
Cambodia although the command said some Cambodian patrols 
were still in the area about 150 miles east of Bangkok. 
The command said 200 Cambodians attacked Chalor Changan 


village at 2 a.m. local time and killed at least 12 civilians, in­ 
cluding six children and two women, and burned down 10 houses. 
A half hour later, a force of about ISO Cambodians struck against 
nearby Sangae village, killing 16 persons

l*ublic Serv ice Commissioners 
have their differences, 
but not consistently

JEFFERSON CITY - The 
Missouri Public Service Com­ 
missioners have their differ­ 
ences. but the record on rate 
case decisions shows these dif­ 
ferences are not entrenched in 
their voting. 
Sewn of the 14 major deci­ 
sions made in the past two 
years were unanimous. And in 
three of the cases, the vote 
was 3-2. 
But if any one of the com­ 
missioners could be charact­ 
erised as the maverick, it 
would be chairman James 
Mulvaney 
He dissented six times in the 
past two years. The others do 
not come close to that number. 
Piei ee, the runner-up, dissent­ 
ed twice Stephen Jones and 
( 7ui !«•■ Fain dissented once 
an«I Hugh Sprague has not dis- 
ntcd at all in the past 14 rate 
cse decisions. 
in several cases two com­ 
missioners dissented, but for 
opposite reasons. 
In the last rate case for Mis­ 
souri Utilities, both Pierce and 
Mulvaney dissented. Pierce 
thought the rate of return the 
decision granted the company 
was 
too 
low. 
Mulvaney 
thought it was too high. 
The 
complex 
problems 
utilities 
face 
today 
have 
caught the commission in a 
double 
bind, so divergent 
opinions are easy to under­ 
stand The companies need 
more money to operate, but 
customers can ill afford the 
soaring utility bills they have 
been receiving recently. 
The,commissioners’ job is to 
protect both interests. 
Jones calls it “balancing the 
equation,” Sprague calls it 
“acting as a referee,” Fain 
calls it “substituting for com­ 
petition.” But no matter how 
they say it, they all agree that 
the job of regulating is getting 
tougher all of the time. 
Sprague says that they all 
have to be honest — which is 
not the easiest way to go. 
“If we say ‘wait a minute — 
these costs are too high and 
people can’t pay, so we’re 
going to set the rate way lower 
than those costs,’ in the short 


run we’d be getting someone 
through one heating season 
but the utilities could go bank­ 
rupt,” he says. 
The problem erf rising utility 
costs is a complex one that 
cannot be solved easily, 
Sprague says. 
"It’s too simplistic to say 
fire the commissioners so we 
can 
have 
lower 
utility 
rates,’ ” he says. “That’s like 
saying we don’t like the 
weather, so fire the weather­ 
men.” 
Since the problems faced by 
the commission are not simple 
ones, each commissioner ap­ 
proaches decisions different­ 
ly- 
The commissioners agree 
that they do not always see 
eye-to-eye, but they consider 
that healthy. 
“If you have five guys up 
here that think the same, you 
might as well have one guy,” 
Mulvaney says. 
The commissioners say they 
reach decisions independent­ 
ly. Pierce says trying to write 
decisions jointly turned out to 
be inefficient. He says they all 
go their own way, but confer 
with each other before making 
any final decisions. 
Despite different ways of 
looking at things, the commis­ 
sioners are quite congenial to­ 
ward each other. 
“Gentlemen have a ten­ 
dency to disagree at times — 
but 
we feel 
comfortable 
around each other,” Mul­ 
vaney says. 
Perhaps the most evident 
difference between sane of 
the commissioners is what 
Pierce calls the long term and 
short term views. 
Pierce characterizes him­ 
self as a "long termer’r and 
Mulvaney 
as 
a 
“short 
termer.” This basic difference 
in emphasis often results in 
differences of opinion on rate 
case decisions. 
Construction Work In Prog­ 
ress fCWIP) illustrates this 
difference. Mulvaney voted 
against granting it to St. 
Joseph Light and Power Co., 
while Pierce, along with the 
other commissioners, voted 
for it. 
Mulvaney says he does not 
think charging rate payers for 
the interest costs of plants 
under construction (CWIP) is 
fair to customers that leave 


the service ares before they 
reap any of the benefits. 
Mulvaney says he can 
appreciate 
the 
majority 
opinion, but he could never get 
around to making a ratepayer 
a stockholder. 
Missouri voters agreed with 
his position. They voted down 
CWIP in last November’s elec­ 
tions. 
Pierce, on the other hand, 
says he does not think it is 
wise for customers to pay the 
lowest rates now if they have 
to pay dearly for it later. 
“Rather than see-sawing up 
and down with rates, we would 
be much better off to take a 
steady rate.” he says. 
In other areas, though, the 
two commissioners agree. 
They both believe that some of 
Missouri’s utility companies 
are lacking in customer serv­ 
ices and management. 
Pierce says that up until re­ 
cently utilities were fairly free 
to manage themselves as they 
pleased, no matter how ineffi­ 
cient the final result. He still 
thinks utilities have the right 
to manage as they wish, but he 
also thinks the commission 
has the responsibility to deter­ 
mine how efficient utility 
management is. 
"I don’t think the commis­ 
sion can force utilities to adopt 
certain management policies, 
but if the company is not 
managing efficiently, the 
commission should not reward 
as high a rate of return,” 
Pierce says. 
“After all, in a competitive 
situation, a company run inef­ 
ficiently would not earn as 
high a profit, either.” 
Mulvaney and the other 
commissioners also want the 
commission to take a more 
active role in management 
and customer services. 
"With the way utilities are 
now, lots of people are down 
on them and the commission,” 
Mulvaney says. “We’ve got to 
change some of the doggone 
attitudes the companies have. 
We’re duty bound to push 
them in the right directions.” 
Mulvaney 
cited 
one 
example of a utility going in 
the right direction. 
He says the Gas Service Co. 
in Kansas City, after meeting 
with some low income people 
upset with their utility bills, 
worked out some terms of pay­ 


ment that made it easier for 
people to meet their pay­ 
ments. 
But Mulvaney says he is 
afraid that at least some of the 
utilities are still living in “the 
good old days.” 
Those ‘good old days’ lasted 
until the late 1980’s, when uti­ 
lity rates first started increas­ 
ing. 
Since than, rate case hear­ 
ings have snowballed, until 
now many utilities ask for rate 
increases annually, says 
Jones. 
The upward spiral in the 
number of rate cases has 
forced the commission to take 
a more active role in utility 
regulation, Jones says. 
The changes occurring in 
utilities and utility regulation 
make the job fast-paced, but 
Mulvaney says he enjoys the 
challenge even though he 
often gets stuck in a “no-win 
position.” 
“An awful lot of people out 
there think we’re in the hip- 
pockets of the utilities, but we 
don’t shoot the bull with peo­ 
ple — we’re just trying to be 
honest,” Mulvaney says. 
“We’re trying to change the 
idea that we’re a bunch of 
burglars.”

Three top Republicans charged 
today that President Carter’s 
support of a cargo-preference 
bill is a “blatant political pay­ 
off” in return for campaign 
contributions from maritime in­ 
terests. 
The three, Republican Na­ 
tional Committee Chairman Bill 
Brock, Senate Minority Leader 
Howard Baker of Tennessee 
and House Minority Leader 
John Rhodes of Arizona, com­ 
mented in a joint statement re­ 
leased at a meeting of the or­ 
ganization’s 
executive com­ 
mittee. 
They said a public opionin 
study released Friday shows 
the country is “increasingly 
aware of the difference be­ 
tween what the President says 
and what he does.” 
The poll, by Cambridge Re­ 
ports, shows opposition to par­ 
ticular points of Carter’s ener­ 
gy |rian but over-all approval 
for the program. 
Today’s statement echoed al­ 
legations made Friday by Rep. 
Paul McCloakey, R-Calif., who 
obtained memos showing that 
several administration officials 
had argued against supporting 
the cargo-preference bill. The 
measure would guarantee that 
4.5 per cent of all oil imported 
into the United States be car­ 
ried on American flag tankers 
if the bill became law, rising to 
9.5 per cent after five years.

quotes 
presidential assistant Stuart Ei- 
zenstat as calling the bill a 
“flawed concept,” but adding 
that, "in light of your com­ 
mitment to the industry and the 
liklihood that the rejection of 
cargo preference will be seen 
as a broken promise, we sup­ 
port the limited cargo prefer­ 
ence option ...” 
McCloakey said Friday that 
Treasury Secretary W. Michael 
Blumenthal also opposed the 
bill. 
The Republicans also charged 
that the President has ignored 
evidence the bill would hike 
gasoline prices at the pump. 
The statement quotes Carter 
as saying that if the bill “did 
cost two cents a gallon more or 
one cent a gallon more, I be­ 
lieve that the American people 
would say — well, you know, 
that’s reasonable.” 
On Friday, the General Ac­ 
counting Office said the bill 


would increase consumer costs 
fay $240 million a year.

missioners have their differ­ 
ences. but the record on rate 
t ase dec isions show s these dif­ 
ferences are not entrenched in 
their voting. 
Seven of the 14 major deci­ 
sions made in the past two 
years were unanimous And in 
three of the cases, the vote 
was 3-2 
But if any one of tlie com­ 
missioners < on Id be charact­ 
eris'd as the maverick, it 
would be chairman James 
Mulvanev 
jit* dissented six times in the 
past two years The others do 
not eotne clora* to that number 
Pier* e. the runner-up. dissent­ 
ed twu e Stephen Jones and 
< tirti lr- Fain dissented once 
aife* Much Sprague has not dis- 
,,n d at all in the past 14 rate 
* ,e decisions 
in several cases two com- 
»assioners dissented, but for 
ppositc reasons 
In the last rate case for Mis- 
-ouri Utilities, both Pierce and 
MuUaney dissented 
Pierce 
thought the rate of return the 
V ision granted the company 
was 
too 
low 
Mulvaney 
* bought it was too high 
The 
complex 
problems 
utilities 
face 
today 
have 
caught the commission in a 
iknible 
bind, 
so divergent 
opinions are easy to under­ 
stand The companies need 
inore money to operate, but 
customers can ill afford the 
soaring utility bills they have 
been receiving recently 
The commissioners’ job is to 
protect both interests 
Junes calls it balancing the 
equation,” Sprague calls it 
acting as a referee,” Fain 
calls it “substituting for com­ 
petition ” But no matter how 
they say it. they all agree that 
the job of regulating is getting 
tougher all of the time 
Sprague says that they all

Pierce, on the other hand, 
says he does not think it is 
wise for customers to pay the 
lowest rates now if they have 
to pay dearly for it later 
“Rather than see-sawing up 
and down with rates, we would 
be much better off to take a 
steady rate.” he says 
In other areas, though, the 
two 
commissioners 
agree 
They both believe that some of 
Missouri's utility companies 
are lacking in customer serv­ 
ices and management 
Pierce says that up until re­ 
cently utilities were fairly free 
to manage themselves as they 
pleased, no matter how ineffi­ 
cient the final result He still 
thinks utilities have the right 
to manage as they wish, but he 
also thinks the commission 
has the responsibility to deter­ 
mine how efficient utility 
management is
